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National Association 
Wins Suit 


Some time in September 
the National Tuberculosis 
Association and the New 
York Tuberculosis and 
Health Association learned 
from various sources that 
_an organization known as 
the Association for the 
Relief of Tubercular Pa- 
tients was sending out 
seals by mail and asking 
for contributions to sup- 
port tuberculosis patients. 
Several persons to whom 
this letter was sent 
promptly forwarded them 
to our Association or the 
New York Association 
and inquiries were re- 
ceived over the telephone. 
On further inquiry by the 
New York Association it 
was learned that the Asso- 
ciation’ for the Relief of 
Tubercular Patients was 
incorporated in New York

State under the business 
corporation law and there was a 
clause in the corporation which pro- 
vided as follows regarding the use of 
the money: 

“To devote such portion of the sur- 
plus profits arising from the conduct 
of the business of the corporation and 
remaining after the payment of all 
debts of the corporation, as the Board 
of Directors of said corporation may 
deem proper, and to use such money 
or property as may be donated to the 
corporation, by will or otherwise, for 
the purpose of supporting and caring 
for persons afflicted with tuberculo- 

At a conference with the legal 
counsel of the National Association 
and the New York Association, it was 
decided to attempt to get an injunc- 
tion against the Association for the 
Relief of Tubercular Patients. This 
action was approved by our Board of 
Directors at its meeting on October 5... 


Before court action could be ob- 
tained, however, it was learned that 
the new Association had issued an- 
other seal which was more in the na- 
ture of a Christmas seal and it was 
being sent out with a slightly differ- 
ent letter in New York and Brook- 
lyn. The Brooklyn Tuberculosis and 
Health Association gave the matter 
some publicity in the newspapers and 
the New York Association followed 
suit. When reporters questioned 
some of the persons mentioned on the 
letterhead of the new Association, 
most of them stated that they had al- 
ready withdrawn or were intending 
to withdraw from the Association. 

When the case came up for a final 
hearing before Judge Wasservogel in 
the New York Supreme Court, argu- 
ments were heard on both sides and 
as a result the court issued an order 
enjoining the Association for the Re- 
, or 


any of its agents or solicitors or repre- 
sentatives of any kind whatever, from 
doing any of the following acts: 

a. Using in any way, in connection 
with tuberculosis, a cross in any 
form or design. 

Using in any way, in connection 
with tuberculosis, a seal sale 
method of collecting funds or 
contributions of any kind. 
From doing any or all acts or 
things which may be calculated 
to deceive the public as to the 
identity of the defendant cor- 
poration or to lead the public 
to believe that the defendant cor- 
poration is in any way connected 
with the plaintiff corporation or 
the work carried on by the plain- 
tiff corporations. 
This is the first case in which the 
National Tuberculosis Association

Dr. George Eaves 


The recent death of Dr. George 
Eaves of Birmingham, Ala., recalls to 
many tuberculosis workers over the 
country, particularly the state secre- 
taries, the genial personality of a help- 
ful and philosophical friend and 
mentor. 

Dr. Eaves will be remembered not 
only as a pioneer in the state of Ala- 
bama, where his early work will for 
many years redound to his credit, 
but he will also be remembered, prob- 
ably more definitely, as a counsellor 
in circles of state and local executives 
at the various conferences which he 
regularly attended for many years. A 
student not only of tuberculosis, but 
a student of men and a student of 
books and world affairs generally, 
Dr. Eaves reflected in his personality 
years of mellowed observation and 
guidance. Those of us who knew 
him best like to think of him thus, as 
a genial philosopher and guide. 
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Meeting of Executive Com- 


mittee—December 11, 
1926 


Several matters considered by the 
Executive Committee of the National 
Tuberculosis Association at its meet- 
ing on December 11 may be of in- 
terest to the field. 

The Managing Director reported 
that 408 delegates were registered at 
the meeting of the International 
Union against Tuberculosis in Wash- 
ington, D. C., September 30, October 
1 and 2. Forty lectures were deliv- 
ered by twelve distinguished visitors 
from Europe in fourteen states, all 
arrangements being handled by the 
executive office. A financial state- 
ment covering the donations for this 
meeting, appropriations made in the 
budget of the Association and total 
expenditures indicated that there will 
be a surplus remaining after the 
Transactions are printed. 

The President was authorized to 
appoint a Program Committee and 
Section Chairman for the 1927 an- 
nual meeting, the Section Chairmen 
to be ex-officio members of the Pro- 
gram Committee. The possibility of 
combining the Nursing and Sociologi- 
cal Sections and of creating a new 
Section on organization and adminis- 
tration problems was discussed and 
action on these matters will be taken 
later. 

The Managing Director reported 
that a National Tuberculosis Con- 
gress had been called by authority of 
the Philippine Government, to be 
held in Manila, December 13 to 18, 
1926. The Philippine Island Anti- 
Tuberculosis Society which is affil- 
iated with the National Tuberculosis 
Association was assisting in the plans 
for the meeting and had requested the 
attendance of a representative of the 
National Association. With the kind 
assistance of the Surgeon General’s 
Office of the War Department and 
with the permission of the Command- 
ing General of the Philippine Depart- 
ment, U. S. Army, the attendance of 
Colonel E. H. Bruns was arranged. 
The Executive Committee sent the 
following cablegram to the Philippine 
Island Anti-Tuberculosis Society: 
“Executive Committee National Tu- 
berculosis Association in session as- 
sembled December 11 sends its best 
wishes for success of the first Na- 
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tional Tuberculosis Congress called 
by the Philippine Government.” 

The Committee also sent the fol- 
lowing cablegram to the Paris Acad- 
emy ot Medicine which was in charge 
of the celebration of the centenary of 
Laennec in Paris, December 13 to 
15: “Executive Committee National 
Tuberculosis Association in session to- 
day expresses its hearty admiration 
and respect of the life and work of 
Laennec. Regrets its inability to be 
present at celebration. Cordial good 
wishes for your meeting.” 

The President was authorized to 
appoint an Advisory Committee on 
Social Research to consist of not over 
five members, of which the Manag- 
ing Director shall be one, to work out 
a plan for stimulating social research. 

The Managing Director reported 
that a temporary injunction had been 
issued against the Association for the 
Relief of Tubercular Patients, pro- 
hibiting the Asssociation from using a 
cross of any kind in its work or the 
use of a seal in collecting funds. The 
activities of the Association for the 
Relief of Tubercular Patients were 
explained at the last meeting of the 
Board at which time the Managing 
Director was authorized to cooperate 
with the New York Tuberculosis and 
Health Association in taking action to 
enjoin the Association from using a 
special seal with a cross similar in type 
to that of the National Tuberculosis 
Association. The Executive Commit- 
tee expressed its approval of the re- 
sults obtained by the Association in 
this connection. 

The Managing Director reported 
on the Christmas Seal Golf Tourna- 
ment which had been held on Decem- 
ber 8, 9 and 10 in Atlantic City, stat- 
ing that about 150 persons had been 
present for the tournament and that 
the expenses of several thousand dol- 
lars were practically provided for. He 
edded that there had been great en- 
thusiasm among the golfers who de- 
sired to have a continuing committee 
to secure the interest of golfers in tu- 
berculosis work. The following reso- 
lutions were adopted : : 

“Resolved, That the Executive 
Committee approves the action of the 
Managing Director in authorizing 
the holding of a Seal Sale Golf 
Tournament. 

“Resolved, That a Committee of 
three members be appointed to con-

Arkansas Rural and Urban 
_ Program 


The Arkansas Tuberculosis Asso- 
ciation has inaugurated a concrete 
health program for rural schools and 
towns of 6,000 or under to extend 
over a period of several years. The 
cooperation of the social, educational 
and health agencies throughout the 
state has been enlisted to promote the 
health of the school children of Ar- 
kansas and to improve sanitary condi- 
tions in the schools. 

Each county is organized into a 
County Health Committee, of which 
the County Superintendent of Schools 
is chairman. Representatives from 
the State Department of Education 
and Health, Agricultural Extension 
Division of the University of Ar- 
kansas, Federation of Women’s Clubs, 
County Councils and Federations, 
Parent-Teacher Associations, Tuber- 
culosis Associations, American Legion 
Auxiliary, American Red Cross and 
Women’s Auxiliary to the Arkansas 
Medical Society compose these Health 
Committees. 


The program is divided into three 
sections. The first, on School Sani- 
tation, includes the following ten 
items: 


1. Sanitary survey of school prop- 
erty by the teacher. (This sur- 
vey must be made before credit 
will be given for any activity 
under this section of the pro- 
gram. Forms will be furnished 
by the county superintendent or 
the State Health Department. 
Reports are to be made in dup- 
licate, one copy being sent to the 
county superintendent, and one 
to the Arkansas Tuberculosis 
Association.) For each school 
survey—not more than one per 


2. Installing sanitary toilet, each 
100 pts.

3. Curbing well so as to protect 
water supply property, each 


4. Installing sanitary drinking 
fountain, each school .. . . 50 pts. 


5. Installing sanitary water cooler, 
with faucet (where no fountains 
are possible), each school . 40 pts. 

6. Use of individual cups by chil- 
dren where fountains are not 

7. Correcting school furniture so 
seat and desk fit the child . 50 pts. 

8. Correcting lighting conditions so 
that no child faces the light and 
all children receive light over 
the left shoulder....... 100 pts. 

9. Installing lavatory facilities so 
children may wash hands before 
and after lunch and after toilet, 


100 pts. 
10. Furnishing paper towels through- 


The second section deals with 
Health Habits and Nutrition and 
contains nine items as follows: 


11. Furnishing scales to schools. 

12. Weighing and measuring chil- 
dren, each monthly weighing, 

40 pts. 

13. Physical inspection of children 

by local physician or nurse, for 

each room inspected... .100 pts. 

14. Using Modern Health Crusade, 

each six weeks’ period. . . 50 pts. 

15. Food selection demonstration 

with food habit score card one 

week each month, for each three 

months’ period ......... 50 pts. 

16. All children having tooth 

brushes, each year ...... 50 pts. 

17. Supplying milk to under-weight 

children, each term..... 75 pts. 

18. Hot lunches in school, Decem- 

ber to March, inclusive. .17 pts. 

19. Keeping special nutrition score 

card for under-weight group, 

each school term........ 50 pts. 
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Section three is on First Aid and 
has just two items: 

20. Putting first aid kit into schools, 
5 pts. 

21. First aid course from the text 
of the Red Cross manual with 
demonstration given by any local 

Teachers may select any phase of 
this program they desire and credit 
will be given the school for the work 
accomplished. 

The contest this year began Oc- 
tober 1 and will close September 1, 
1927. Succeeding years the contest 
will begin on September 1 and close 
August 31 following. Prizes as fol- 
lows will be awarded by the Arkansas 
Tuberculosis Association: 

First Prize: To the county 
committee whose schools have 
made the highest score in pro- 
portion to the school enrollment 
in that county, a silver loving 
cup will be awarded and also 
$100 in cash, to be spent by the 
county committee in further pre- 
moting the county health pro- 
gram. 

SECOND Prize: Fifty dollars 
in cash, to be spent in promoting 
the health program. 

Money for carrying on the program 
may be secured from various civic 
and religious organizations and from 
philanthropic citizens, as well as by 
school entertainments. 

Very definite, concrete suggestions 
are given on how the program may 
be carried out; for example, the in- 
stallation of lavatory facilities so the 
children may properly wash their 
hands. ‘Make liquid soap by dissolv- 
ing one cake of any good toilet soap 
in a gallon of boiling water. Pour into 
bottle having a metal stopper. Punch a 
hole in the stopper, and use as a liquid 
soap shaker. A large pan, preferably 
a small dish pan, will serve to catch

the water when the children wash 
their hands. Line the pupils up be- 
fore lunch. One monitor handles the 
soap shaker, the next pours the water 
from the dipper, the third hands out 
the paper towels, and the fourth the 
tooth picks with which they may 
clean their nails before eating. Have 
all arranged on a stout bench or 
table.” A bottle for the liquid soap sup- 
ply is easy to secure, also tooth picks 
for cleaning the finger nails. “A tape 
line tacked three feet from the floor 
against the door trim makes an excel- 
lent measuring rod.” 

Food selection cards, food habit 
score cards and food charts to aid 
mothers in preparing balanced meals 
are all furnished by the home demon- 
stration agent of each county. 

Suggestions are given for providing 
the hot luncheon dish. If the school 
could purchase a large kettle, a spoon, 
paring knife and towels, it might be 
possible for the children or various 
citizens to donate vegetables for the 
preparation of a hot soup or stew. 
Each child could bring his own tin 
cup and spoon. In many localities 
the mothers could take weekly charge 
of this for the teacher.

sider whether the Christmas Seal Golf 
Tournament idea should be con- 
tinued, the Managing Director to be 
an ex-officio member of this Commit- 
tee.” 

It was announced that an invitation 
had been received through the State 
Department for the National Tuber- 
culosis Association to send representa- 
tives to the meeting of the First Pan- 
American Congress on Tuberculosis, 
to be held in Cordova, Argentine Re- 
public, on October 10, 1927. It was 
voted to accept the invitation but to 
reserve a decision in regard to the 
sending of delegates. 

The Executive Committee ap- 
proved the 1927 budget of the Com- 
mittee on Medical Research, amount- 
ing to $29,400, and also its program 
of work for this period. 


Christmas Seal Golf Tour-

Nearly two hundred golfers took 
part in the Christmas Seal Golf 
Tournament, December 8, 9 and 
10, at the Seaview Club, Absecon, 
Atlantic City, N. J. The winners of 
the various rounds were awarded 
twenty-one prizes, donated by con- 
cerns and individuals who were inter- 
ested in helping the anti-tuberculosis 
movement in this country. The win- 
ner of the first prize was J. Wood 
Platt, and Fred W. Knight received 
the runner-up trophy. 

Plans are being considered for a 
similar event in 1927, and a commit- 
tee consisting of Dr. James Alexander 
Miller, Dr. Charles J. Hatfield and 
Dr. Williams has been appointed by 
President Sewall to make recommen- 
dations.

It is 
gratifying, therefore, to the associa- 
tion that such a far-reaching decision 
has been rendered by the court, a de- 
cision which should have applicability 
at least as a precedent in case other 
court actions of a similar character 
are ever instituted.
